business as a young man. 

The elder Stinnes was. the most 
powerful industrialist in Germany 
during the years immediately after 
the war. , When he died, he passed his 
tremendous interests on to his family. 

Liabilities of the Stinnes family 
now amount to $45,000,000, according 
to the Rubr paper, and it will be 
necessary to liquidate the entire hold- 
ings to discharge them,

CONFESSION LEFT 
IN LETTER TO WIFE 


Asserts He Killed Invader 
in Self-Defense, But 
Evidence Shows He Was 
Slain Day Before Fire. 


Oakland, Cal, August 9.—(#)— 
Charles Henry Schwartz, object of a 
nation-wide search in connection with 
the mysterious murder in the Pacific 
Cellulose company plant at. Walnut 
Creek, committed suicide early this 
morning when trapped in an apart- 
ment. He left a note admitting the 
murder. 

Schwartz. believed to have killed a 
leborer and attempted to burn the 
bedy in a plot to collect more than 
$100,000 insurance, shot himself 
through the head when policemen sur- 
rounded the apartment. He had _ been 
hiding there since the explosion, July 
30, when the pody was found. 

The note, in which he admitted the 


-}murder, was left for his wife, who

Claimed Self Defense. 

In his note, Schwartz said he had 
‘lied in self defense a man who came 
te his laboratory and demanded mon- 
«y. This assertion was upset when the . 
police learned he rented the Oakland 
apartment and arranged to go into 
hiding several hours before the ex- — 
plosion. 

Regarding his deed, Schwartz wrote 
Lis wife: 

“Now I wish to tell you, my dear 
little girl, I do not know t man, - 
never looked how he was dressed, nev- 
er touched him after that. The only 
thing I did was I tried to burn him, 


to wipe out. and go—g0, I do not 
know where.” 
How Schwartz Was Found. 
The end of Schwartz’ flight came 
in a casual way. C. ard, 
proprietor of the apartment house 
where the chemist took refuge, at a

Great’ Britain and Russia, 
with Europe endangered by bolshe- 
vism she alters her policy of 
“brute force’ 'toward the crient, was 
made by Felix Valyi, of Paris, today 
in a statement made public by the In- 
stitute of Politics. M. Valyi is one 
of the Institute lecturers and is edi- 
tor of the Revue. Politique Inter- 
nationale. ; 

“Tremendous upheava! in the east 
from Morocco to Mongolia which cofi- 
‘stitutes one immense mvovement, di- 
rected by the same spiri’ of nation- 
alism, cannot be treated bv the usual 
methods of European colonial powers. 
The European taces during the war 
lost their prestige in the east; there 
is no choice for them to solve by 
brute force the economic and socia 
problems which confront them. .. .” 

Islam and Asia were ,ortrayed as 


demanding a share on equal terms, 


with Europe in the movement of mod- 
ern ideas. The free evolution of man- 
kind, the statement said, was en- 
dangered as a result of Europe's policy 
of plunder and partition in the nine- 
teenth century and the non-Christian 
civilization, which proanced Kemal 
in Turkey and Ghandi in India, was 
a spiritual one not yet anderstood by 
Europe. 

Religious and social projects were 
poisoning the air between the occi- 
dent and the orient. 

“The real issue at stake is whether 
the best minds of the orient will co- 
operate with the best minds of the 
occident to save civilization, or will 
help Russian bolshevism to destroy 
Europe,” the statement said. 

“It is evident that soviet Russia, 
having offered the principle of social 
equality to all orienta] nations, wili 
profit by the mistakes of the colonial 
powers. The only means to react ef- 
ficiently against bolshevism in Asia 
is to start a new policy of coopera- 
tion on the lines advocated by the 
United States toward China. If the 
British empire would agree to follow 
that example with special regard to 
all Moslem nations who want their 
independence, it might survive the 
tremendous world crisis which en- 
dangers British supremacy in the 
east.’

August 9.—Further 
sensational testimony concerning high

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IN CAPITAL RITE

Washington, August 9—A _ rem-} 


nant of the great Ku Klux Klan host 
which swung down Pennsylvania ave- 
nue in a colorful display before the 


| nation’s capital, gathered in the dark- 


ness Sunday night across the Potomac 
river about a flaming cross. and closed 
their meeting here with initiation of 
new members. 

The cross, appearing gaunt and 
spare in the daylight before the torch 
was applied, stood in. the weedy 
growth of the Arlingtod horse show 
grounds here where society disports 
itself in an annual show. It towered 
about 50 feet, and was wrapped in 
burlap saturated in oil. 

The final ceremony followed a pil- 
grimage to Arlington national ceme- 
tery by isolated groups in the morn- 
ing, when wreaths were laid on the 
grave of William Jénning< Bryan and 
the tomb of the Unknown Soldier, and 
a religious meeting which continued 
nearly all afternoon. 

The night ceremony was weird, the 
flaming torch lighting the white-robed 
figures which moved about quietly. 
Men, women and children were in the 
gathering, as well as numbers of spec- 
tators from the city. Nonc of the na- 


tional leaders of the klan was pres 
ent, however. They left the capital 
before the final ceremony. So did 
thousands and thousands of others 
who had marched Saturday. 

Many who had come out as spec- 


tators were klansmen before the night 
was over. Closing an impassioned ad- 
dress during the afternoon, Rev. A. 
H. Gulledge, of Columbus, Ohio, of 
the Church of Christ, asked all who 
were not members to stand. About 
500 responded, a fourth of the crowd 
which sat in the grandstand. When 
he asked those who wished to join 
to come to the front, 160 stepped out 
from their places. 

The speaker’s stand was in the mid- 
dle of the field, facing the grand- 
stand. Cars were parked all about 
the muddy field.. The klansmen be- 
gan to arrive about 1 o’clock, the hour 
fixed for the service, coming in groups. 
There was a ‘holiday spirit about 
the occasion. Soft drinks and ice 
cream stands were set up, and hot 
dogs were sold. Venders of toy bal- 
loons and klan insignia were on hand, 
and several ex-service men as well as 
klansmen sold pamphlets of one kind 
and another. The service was de- 
layed over an hour, and robed klans- 
men wandered about over the field or 
through the grandstands Many of 
them carried their robes’ in bags. 
There was a sprinkle of rain early 
in the afternoon but it cleared off 
later. 

Gulledge, in his long speech, de- 
nounced the enemies of the _ kian. 
When he had concluded the crowd 
called for more, and he continued 
awhile longer. 

Referring to a report of the parade 
Saturday, he said that “when a dirty 
lying sheet sends out a report as it 
did that not a woman’s face could be 
seen in the crowd of marchers* which 
bore any intelligence or comeliness, it 
is time for us to do something.”

WHITE ARMS. 

Whatever the general complexion, 
the arms should be as white as pos- 
sible. Of course, the very fair-skinned 
woman will have arms and hands of a 
pearly whiteness that the brunette 
cannot hope for. But even the bru- 


nette wants throat and_ shoulders, 
arms and hands as fair as is pos- 
sible. 

There are several ways to bleach 
the skin. One old-fashioned way that 
I can highly recommend is to coat 
the arms thickly with starch paste, 
which is nothing but laundry starch 
melted with enough cold water to 
form a thick paste. This dries into 
the skin and bleaches and cleans, too, 
particularly if the paste is rubbed well 
into the arms while it is being put 
on. It is very good for freckles, too, 
for the light summer type of freckles, 
at least. And it is good for light coats 
of sunburn. 

One disfigurement that many arms 
have is called gooseflesh. This is a 
distant cousin of pimples and black- 
heads but, fortunately, much easier to 
cure. To make the skin properly 
smooth and fine grained when it is 
coarsened by goose flesh, simply 
scrub the arms daily with hot water 
and some very good soap, such as cas- 
tile, and a very stiff complexion 
brush. Rinse with hot and cold wa- 
ter. The friction of the brush and 
the heat of the water opens and 
cleanses the pores of the impurities 
that make these hard little protruding 
heads. 

Another way to bleach the arms and 


to keep the skin fine is to rub them 
with powdered oatmeal after they 
have been washed and rinsed. They 
should be partly but not entirely 
dried as the coarse oatmeal powder

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FACTS TO CONSIDER. 


On this page are communications 
referring to alleged recent highway 
‘outrages that need thoughtful con- 
sideration. 

One is from Mr. Bates, the man- 
ager of the Albert H. Weinbrenner 
company’s southern offices in At- 
lanta, alleging that seventeen auto- 
mobiles, including the one driven 
by his wife, were brought to a 
stop with punctured tires within a 
Short time at one point between 
Cartersville and Rome, three tires 
on his wife’s car having been punc- 
tured, as were all the others, by 
tacks placed on the highway for 
that purpose—and placed there, it 
is alleged, “by county officers to 
catch liquor runners.” 

The other is from a citizen of 
Toccoa, who directs attention to the 
outrage alleged to have been per- 
petrated upon Mr. Manget, of New- 
nan, at or near Zebulon, and to the 
further fact, as alleged, that tourists 
are frequently being held up in 
Georgia, fined and otherwise em- 
barrassed, by charges of “exceeding 
speed limits.” 

These matters should be consid- 
ered in the light of reason. In the 
first instance, the overwhelming 
majority of the people of either 
Bartow or Floyd or Cobb, or any 
other county in Georgia, oppose and 
deplore such methods as that com- 
plained of by Mr. Bates, and as was 
complained of recently by Atlanta 
womén who met a similar experi- 
ence in Forsyth county. The great 
cause of prohibition cannot be 
Strengthened, nor can enforcement 
be abetted, by any methods such as 
alleged. 

The highways of Georgia belong 
to all the people. No one has a 
right to obstruct them—even in the 
alleged enforcement of law. No one 
has a right to subject all passing 
motorists to the expense, delays and 
annoyances necessarily occasioned 
by tactics that will disable seven- 
teen cars, all driven by innocent 
people, within a single short span 
of highway, and within a short time. 
The very suggestion is contrary to 
every ideal of justice, fairness and 
orderly government. The county 
that permits such practices is simply 
digging its own grave in an eco- 
nomic way, as innocent motorists— 
and the highways are full of them— 
will necessarily avoid highways 
where such disregard of their rights 
exist and where such injustices and 
outrages are permitted. 

And yet, the whole people must 
not be judged by a few, and the 
counties in which such outrages 
exist should not be convicted before 
the aroused better thought of the 
people may prevail. 

The trouble is, the system that 
permits property confiscation to 
accrue to the benefit of the arrest- 
ing officer has been responsible for 
many of these outrages, and for 
many of the highway homicides that 
have been committed. The cause of 
prohibition will seriously suffer so 
long as as many irresponsible, 
thoughtless ruffians are engaged in 
the alleged enforcement of prohibi- 
tion. The whole enforcement ma- 
chinery is reeking with corruption. 
There are good men engaged in 
it—many good men. We believe that 
Director Dismukes is: an_ honest, 
conscientious official. We believe 
that an overwhelming majority of 
the sheriffs of Georgia are efficient, 


incorruptible officials. But m Geor- 
gia, as in other states, it is very 


probable that bootleggers, ex-boot- 
leggers, hypocritical cranks, night- 
riding bullies, general crooks, and 
yvthers of the like, are intermingled 
with good chiefs, and with many 
good deputies, in the enforcement 
scandal. Like the drops of ink in a 
vessel of clear, sparkling water, the 
bad minority unfortunately contam- 


' jnates the majority, discredit a serv- 


ice, and do incalculable damage to 
a county or a community. 

This can be stopped, and it should 
be. Prohibition can be enforced in 


such wrong tactics as are being em- 
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with many a contempt for the law 
that ought to have every upstanding 
citizen’s highest respect. 

How can prohibition be enforced 
by orderly tactics? First of all, by 
<utting off the supply. Second, by 
watching the deliveries. Third, by 
arresting actual rum runners who 
are generally known and many of 
whom it is alleged enjoy immunities. 
Fourth, by inviting public coopera- 
tion rather than by forcing public 
antagonism. Fifth, by a readjust- 
ment of the enforcement personnel 
and the elimination of the “rewards” 
of automobile and whisky cargo 
confiscations. 

Is-it. a fact that most of the so- 
called enforcement deputies who put 
spikes on the highways for the pur- 
pose of stopping all automobilists 
are in actuality seeking the profes- 
sional rum runners? Or are they 
seeking, rather, the automobiles of 
those whom them “hope” may have 
a priviate pint in one of their 
pockets? 

As to the complaint that the mar- 
shals of some Georgia towns are 
purposely stopping tourists on 
trumped-up charges of speed viola- 
tions, this is undoubtedly engaged 
in to some extent in Georgia, but 
by a very few of the towns. In most 
of the towns the officials are ex- 
tremely courteous, and leave good 
and inviting impressions. 


be stopped at once. It is unfair that 
a great state shall suffer by the 
short-sighted policy of a few who 
are either bigoted, ignorant or 
malicious. If tourists actually violate 
the law to the extent of menace they 
should be arraigned to the same de- 
gree as any citizen, but they should 
not be especially chosen for the 
purpose of enriching—on technical- 
ities—the town treasury. Too many 
small towns extend their “slow- 


down” zone too far in the country 
!and impose speed limitations that are 


impracticable and even hazardous. 
Of all things, we want to be sane 
and fair and reasonable in. dealing 
with tourists and with ourselves. 

These are serious matters, and 
they need the serious thought and 
action of the people of Georgia in 
every county, and in every town 
and hamlet.

gia cattle dipping law has done much 
to improve the hides throughout the 
state. A marked ‘improvement is 
found in the sales of ‘Georgia hides, 
and there seems to be a demand for 
them throughout the east. M. M. 
Monroe, of the Georgia Fur and Hide 
company, states that his company has 
handled over 10,000 hides that have 
been used in the manufacture of high- 
grade patent leather shoes for ladies.” 


This records a very distinctive 
milestone in Georgia’s agricultural 
development. 

Prior to the completion of tick 
eradication, Georgia cattle hides— 
in common with all other cattle 
hides from the tick infested and 
quarantined area—had a very low 
market value and were in poor de- 
mand. 

The possible commercial impor- 
tance of southern cattle hides was 
first brought to Dr. Bahnsen’s atten- 
tion during a tick eradication con- 
ference before a senate committee 
at Washington in 1912. 


Several representatives of live 
stock sanitation from the south had 
presented the economic importance 
of tick eradication in the develop- 
ment of profitable dairying and beef 
cattle production; no one had even 
hinted at the possibilities of im- 
provement in cattle hides. The con- 
ference was about concluded when a 
senator from Massachusetts, after 
Stating that his family was then, and 
had been for nearly two preceding 
generations, in the tanning business, 
said that southern cattle hides free 
of tick marks, on account of their 
fine texture, were always in keen 
demand and sold at an advanced 
market price. He further stated 
that, unfortunately, very few south- 
ern cattle hides—at that time— 
were free of tick marks, and the 
tick-marked hides were of little or 
no market value. 


The Waycross news item verifies 
the observations made. On recent 
specific inquiry by the state veter- 
inarian, leading Georgia hide and 
leather dealers advised that clean 
hides from the tick-free area of 
Georgia brought an average of four 


;cents per pound more than similar 


hides from tick-infested and quar- 
antined areas. Since Georgia hides 
weigh an average of about forty-two 
pounds, it means an increase in 


» value of about $1.68 per hide. 
Georgia markets annually average | 


at least 150,000 cattle hides. This 
would mean an annual gain in value 
of cattle hides of $252,000——a quar- 
-ter of a million dollars.

Martin Amorous Suggests 
World Power Commission 


Editor Constitution: If the legislature 
will create a water-power commission with 
authority to develop all available water 
powers by building dams, where practical 
and economical to construct, in the rivers 
and streams of Georgia, we can furnish 
power to every farm and factory, and earn: 
profits enough to build all our school houses 
and pave every road in Georgia. Pass the 
law for the commission to use the credit 
of the state, not exceeding $70,000,000 and 
we won't need to ‘‘sell Georgia” to any- 
body and we will be able to keep our lands 
for ‘‘we'uns and our chillun.” As a ‘“‘con- 
crete’’ example of only one of the projects 
I direct attention to the plan developed by 
government engineers 10 years ago, for pow- 
er of four dams on the Chattahoochee river. 
The estimated cost then was $8,200,000 for 
250,000 horsepower. It would afford navi- 
gation from Atlanta to the gulf by locks 
and canals in one and two thousand ton 
power boats. 

It would be an extension of the state- 
owned railroad to the ocean, and furnish 
all the power to operate it. It would add 
25,000 horsepower to the dams now at Co- 
lumbus without costing them a single dol- 
lar. It would give navigation to Columbus 
the year ‘round. It would prevent flood dam- 
age at West Point that cost $2,000,000 in 
one year. It would afford employment in 
The 
finest bed of magnetic iron ore parallels 
the Chattahoochee from Habersham county 
south and lies between Atlanta and Car- 
tersville. This electric power could turn this 
into steel and make Georgia the steel cen- 
ter of the United States. It could be used 
to ‘manufacture nitrates and fertilizers for 
agriculture cheaper than Mr. Ford can do 
it at Muscle Shoals. The Chattahoochee 
plan is not an experiment. Hugh L. Cooper, 
the world’s leading hydro-electric engineer, 
approved it. . |

to President Wilson as one of five suit-

There should be no opposition to 
the proposal to add 500 miles to the 
state highway system. 

The system as already platted, 
based on the county seat to county 
seat agreement, is excellent—as far 
as it goes. 

But there are vitally needed state 
highways that are not in thé present 
system, and hence—until they are 
thus provided—can not be considered 
for state or federal aid or department 
maintenance. 

A state highway east and west be- 
tween Gainesville and Rome—the old 
Cherokee trail—is imperative. ‘There 
is not an east and west cross-state 
highway north of Atlanta touching 
the northwestern part of the state. 

The very important east and west, 
in the northeast, from Blue Ridge to 
Clayton, ought to be extended west 
from Blue Ridge to Chatsworth, Dal- 
ton and LaFayette. 

The road from Helen across Unicoi 
Gap, into Hiawassee, tapping the beau- 
tiful Hiawassee valley, the Blue 
Ridge-Clayton highway and the North 
Carolina highways into Asheville, via 
Hayesville, is imperative. 

In south Georgia there are several 
roads that should be incorporated 
into the state system. To illustrate, 
a state highway east and west linking 
Cuthbert, Dawson, Leesburg, Ash- 
burn, Fitzgerald and Baxley, is im- 
perative, in my judgment. 

We can find plenty of highways to 
absorb the additional 500 miles as 
proposed. Let’s get the authority for 
the revision. That's the important 
thing now.

Talking about highways— 

There is no more important north 
and south artery in Georgia than 
Route 11, which’ links the north- 
east Georgia peaks with the penin- 
sular state. It ought to be permanently 
paved, every foot of it, and I am de- 
lighted to see the enterprising citizens 
of Jackson, Hall, Jones, Bibb, Jas- 
per, Newton, Walton, Barrow, White 
and other interested counties, taking 
such decided group action looking to 
its construction. 

An organization—called, I believe, 
“Highway No. 11 Improvement asso- 
ciation”—has recently been perfected 
with J. L. McGarity, of Monroe, the 
president; Eugene Benton, of Monti- 
cello, vice president, and Lee S. Rad- 
ford, of Winder, secretary. 

The directorate is composed of 
three from each county. This looks 
like business. It is beginning the 
thing right. Group action can ac- 


complish what individuals, working. 


without proper cooperation or co- 
ordination, can not do. 

The increase in state highway mile- 
age, as proposed, will furnish oppor- 
tunity also for completing this high- 
way chain, within the state’s official 
system direct to the Florida line. 

Talking further about highways— 

I am at a-loss to understand why 
the very important Route No. 12— 
Atlanta-Augusta—is not permanently 
paved into Atlanta. With close-by 
trading centers, like Lithonia, Con- 
yers, Covington, Social Center, Madi- 
son, Greensboro and so on, it looks 
unreasonable that this highway should 
be only a sand-clay from Ingleside— 
or now Avondale Estates, a beautiful 


Atkanta suburban development—to the} 


east, with now and then a link of 
concrete, as for instance in Morgan 
county. 

The highway from Avondale to 
Lithonia and Conyers should be con- 
ereted at once. It is such an im- 
portant feeder to Atlanta that Fulton 
and DeKalb can afford to help Rock- 
dale, and certainly the state , high- 
way commission can see the urgency 
of this link. : 

It was my pleasure to attend a 
board of trade meeting at Lithonia 
a short time ago. Secretary Barker, 
of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
and Henderson Hallman accompanied 
me, The permanent paving of this 
highway was the main objective and

The general assembly should sub- 
mit to the people the preposition to 
issue educational bonds to not exceed 
$15,000,000. There is scarcely one 
of the members that has not ‘voted 
for bonds for his town school bnild- 
ing. Such bonds have made possible 
many modern schools in the life of 
the present generation. They have 
not injured any town, but they have 
invariably helped. 

The rural districts need aid and 
supervision in building consolidated 
schools like those in isart county. 
With this state aid, Georgia can 
build in five years permanent build- 
ings in every county to house all the 
more advanced rural pupils of the 
present day and for years to come. 
It will mean as much to the rural chil- 
dren as the modern high school 
buildings have meant to those in 
towns. It will give equal opportunity 
to the rural youth. 

How can any member of the legis- 
lature go before his rural voters and 
say “I voted against a bill giving you 
permission even to vote for state 
bonds to help you build permanent 
consolidated school buildings in this 
county ?” 

It does not need the state to should- 
er the entire cost, but t@ aid. ~ 

Because the cities could do it with- 
out state aid does not answer the 
question. The need is greater now 
in the country, and the taxable prop- 
erty is less, 

State aid to these rural districts 
is right. It is granted in nearly 
every other state. 

The remainder of the proposed is- 
sue is to be used to enlarge the in- 
stitutions of the university system 
so that the youths from the counties 
may find room for higher education. 
More dormitories, recitation rooms, 
laboratories, are needed at the several 
institutions in order to adequately 
provide for Georgia boys and girls. 
The state alone can provide these. 
Bonds provide the money readily and 
fairly. : 

How can one vote against supply- 
ing adequate accommodations for the 
youth of his county? 

Eight thousand and. six hundred 
were graduated this year from the ac- 
credited schools and there is room for 
only 2,400 in all the colleges, publie 
and private! Think of it! Then 
think of it again, and act! 

Then there is need for enlarging 
the charitable institutions. The pro- 
posed issue will take care of this. 

The proposition. does not throw 
open the treasury for unlimited bonds. 
It is a definite proposition, limited in 
amount to specific purposes, and must 
be ratified by the people just as local 
bond issues are approved. Atlanta 
has issued a third of this amount for 
her high schools alone. Cannot Geor- 
gia deal justly by all the children? 
Let us do the big thing for Georgia 
boys and girls of this and other gener- 
ations and provide for the housing of 
those seeking education.

Something else, and with this I 
will have finished for the day— 

Let us urge the members of the 
general assembly in this and in all 
major matters, to think now in terms 
of 39,000 square miles, and of 3,250,- 
000 people—to think in terms of 
Georgia! 

It is a mistaken idea that legislators 
are here to represent their own spe- 
cific' and respective cownties, pri- 
marily. They are here individually 
to represent the entire state of Geor- 
gia. Many of them. unfortunately 
do not see it that way, however.

However, I confess that 
when I have something to say I have 
no trouble saying it in less than half 
a column; it is only when I havent 
anything to say that I feel very 
cramped here. I have nothing to say 
today, that is, nothing you can cut 
out and paste in your doctor book or 
on the doot of your medicine cup- 
board. I am just going to spill a few 
words today about an assumption, an 
hypothesis if you please, but one with 
good scientific ground under it, I be- 
lieve. Today I offer you only the 
outline of the idea, confront-you with 
a condition rather than a theory, and 
if you want to find out what the 
medicine for the condition is you'll 
have to keep up your subscription 
for at least a few days longer, until 
the remedy shall be divulged in the 
sequel of this talk. And in order to 
present the outline in the space now 
remaining we'll have to work fast, 
indeed, we'll have to resort to tele- 
graphic brevity. 

Exposure of the body to direct sun- 
light and open air is curative in va- 
rious forms of tuberculosis and other 
low grade, chronic or long drawn out 
infections. 

Some characteristic as yet unidenti- 
fied distinguishes fresh air or outdoor 
air from even wholesome or clean in- 
door air. 

Most of the physical or chemical 
effects of sunlight are produced by the 
invisible rays beyond the violet in the 
spectrum, or as they are called, ultra- 
violet rays. Sunlight is the richest 
source of ultra-violet rays though 
practically the mercury vapor quartz 
lamp ean provide 30 or 40 times the 
amount of effective ultra-violet rays 
ordinarily obtainable from sunlight. 

Certain food materials which are or- 
dinarily poor sources of vitamins may 
be activated by exposing them to 
ultra-violet light, so that they will be 
held to the animal or human body 
necessary vitamins. 

No one knows as yet precisely whag 
a vitamin is, but physiologists have 
proved that apparently four or pos- 
sibly more of these unidentified food 
factors are essential in the diet of 
growing animals and man. - 

For emphasis, let us repeat that 
some foods, such as the vegetable ‘oils, 
ordinarily poor or lacking in vitamins, 
may be endowed with vitamins by ex- 
posing them to the influence of ultra- 
violet light, be it natural or artificial. 

Physiologists have demonstrated 
through animal experimentation that 
the very life process itself (meta- 
bolism) is dependent upon _ ultra- 
violet light, and that the young ani- 
mal cannot be healthy or strong, can- 
not develop or grow normally without 
this vital influence. ‘These same 
physiologists have carried on experi- 
ments in nutrition which strongly sug- 
gest, we cannot yet say prove, that the 
vitamins may be earriers of the vital 
influence conveyed by the ultra-violet. 
Their studies have lent weight to the 
idea that exposure to the open air 
and sunlight tends to increase one’s 
resistance to the respiratory infec- 
tions. The common respiratory in- 
fections (CRI) include all of the erup- 
tive fevers and the other communi- 
cable ‘“‘children’s diseases,” so called. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Fish Skin. 


Some time ago you gave a formula 
for dry or fish skin. Several people 
have told me it was fine. Please re- 
peat it, so that I can have it put up. 
My skin becomes actually scaly par- 
ticularly about the elbows and knees 
and most in the winter time. I have 
tried dozens of things with no effect. 


Answer — Resorcin, 30 grains; 
powdered benzoin, 20 grains; absolute 
alcohol, 15 minims; oil of sesame, 4 
ounces. This must be digested three 
heurs over a water bath, then. filter- 
ed. Just a few drops of this should 
be rubbed into the affected skin once 
or twice daily. Some druggists will 
tell you they have never heard of 
resorcin, or powdered benzoin, or oil 
of sesame. but they'll know absolute 
alcohol, all right. The kind of drug- 
gist that has never heard of these 
medicinal items ordinarily knows ab- 
solute alcohol intimately. And ethyl, 
too. 


The Place in History 
Of “The Middle Ages” 


Editor Constitution: In a recent issue 
of The Constitution (June 28) appeared 
an article by Mr. Hollomon offering some 
thoughtful suggestions as to education, par- 
ticularly regarding the adoption of the 
county unit in financing our public school 
system. The author also gave some valu- 
able hints as to the purposes and aims 
of education and the duty of parents in 
furthering the instruction of their children. 
On the whole his article is one with which 
many will agree and the present writer 
read it with a great deal of appreciation. 

It is because of his appreciation for the 
good points that Mr. Hollomon brought out 
that the writer feels that he can without 
offense call to the attention of Mr. Hollo- 
mon and the readers of The Constitution 
certain erroneous views expressed by him 
regarding the middie ages, of which Mr, 
Hollomon drew a very gloomy picture. 

That picture is not true to history, but 
is drawn from writers who lacked the sense 
of history and were animated largely by 
prejudice. Within the past generation the 
spirit of criticism toward the middle ages 
has turned a complete faceabout, and we 
now see that period as one productive of 
the foundation of all that we hold best in 
our present civilization. It would be dif- 
ficult to name one great and lasting’ prin- 
ciple, one constructive and never-changing 
ideal known today which was not in the 
making or else already highly developed in 
those times. 

The main structure of our common law 
was built during the middle ages; and 
equity, whose maxims put a heart into 
law, is altogether a product of those times. 
The institution of slavery started crumbling 
at the beginning of feudalism and was abol- 
ished throughout Christendom before the 
close of the middle ages, although revived 
to a limited extent after the ‘‘reformation.”’ 
The first parliament assembled during the 
middie ages, and the ‘‘divine right of 
kings,’ afterwards revived by James I, was 
abolished then. ‘The middle ages saw the 
rise of the cathedral schools in the eighth 
and ninth centuries, and most of the great 
universities cf Europe were started before 
the middle ages closed. At the beginning of 
the ‘‘reformation’’ Europe could boast of 
one hundred and twenty such centers of edu- 
cation; she has less than one hundred now. 
Paper, printing, the compass, gunpowder and 
the telescope we owe to the middie ages.

Major league baseball was aflame 
as prospect of new champions at 
Pittsburg and Philadelphia, fed by 
the decline of the Giants under siege 
at Cincinnati and the sturdy defense 
of the Athletics against the challenge 
of Washington. 

Netdom buzzed over the return of 
a great veteran at the expense of a 
youthful sensation in the defeat of 
Vincent Richards at the hands of W. 
M. Johnston in the first of three pre- 
liminary Davis cup team tests. 

Dempsey Wants $1,000,000. 

Pugilism looked upon the spectacle 
of a heavyweight champion taking up 
his own managerial reins as word 
came out of the far west that Jack 
Dempsey’s financial reguiremént for 
a fight with Harry Wills would be 
$1,000,000—the life-tinve achievement 
of few business giants. 

A conglomeration of contradictory 
reports severed a cloudy heavyweight 
atmosphere with three shafts of light. 
The champion voted finally against a 
fight this year. He took initial steps 
in the management of his own fistic 


affairs. He limited his contemplated 
ring activities to one fight next sum- 
mer with Wills. 

Promoter Floyd Fitzsimmons, of 
Michigan City, met the champion and 
broadcast news that he had received 
the signature of the moving picture 
actor to an agreement.to box the 
negro. At the same time Dempsey 
gave out an interview annonneing that 
the fight’ still was open to the highest 
bidder. Rickard discounted the story 
of Dempsey’s agreement to fight for 
Fitzsimmons. Jack Kearns. refusing 
to admit retirement as Dempsey's 
pilot. joked about it. Paddy Mullins, 
manager of Wills, took a Missouri at- 
titude and preferred to await the ar- 
rival of Fitzsimmons and Kearns here 
next week. oe 

Should ,Draw $3,000,000. 

Dempsey punctuated the thump. of 
the padded mitten in daily training 
with paper and pencil workouts in 
his first week as manager. Reports 
from California described the cham- 
pion’s forecast ~ of Dempsey- Wills 
drawing power as equivalent to $5.- 
000.000 of which Dempsey was said 
to ask one third. ‘The amounts are 
approximately double the gate and 
guarantee pay to see the champion 
defeat Carpentier in the greatest fi- 
nancial suecess of pugilism four years 
ago. 
~Dempsey’s record shows that he has 
fought 67 fights for a total of 281 
rounds. an average of four and one- 
half réunds per conflict. On _ the 
basis of an average fight, sportsmen 
estimate that he asks approximately 
$50,000 for every minute he is in the 
ring. They likewise maintain that 
no arena in the eountry 1s large 
enough to hold a gathering of suffi- 
cient size, under prices which have 
hitherto prevailed: at such contests, 
to draw so enormous an amount.

FIVE SAFETY POINTS 
OF FIRST MORTGAGE 
REAL ESTATE BONDS 


A first mortgage does not neceés- 
sarily constitute a sound security, for 
a first mortgage real estate bond and 
other factors in the make-up of such 
bonds should be carefully examined 
by investors before buying these se- 
curities. 

Brannan, Beckham & Co. have 
enumerated the five principal points 
of safety and, in a series of articles 
appearing each week in The Consti- 
tution, will describe in detail each of 
the safey features. 

The first of these safety features 
is the amount of the entire first mort- 
gage, whether leaving an equity over 
the total number of bonds sufficient 
to insure protection to the bondholder 
in the event of any and every con- 
tingency. 

Various guthorities have’ given 
opinions as to the safe loanable 
amounts on real estate, ranging from 
50 to 90 per cent of a conservative 
appraisal, but the truth is that no 
hard and fast rule can be laid down 
as to what constitutes a safe loan- 
able amount. Properties vary radi- 
cally in kind and worth of location. It 
would be foolish to appraise a 
suburban business property for the 
same proportionate loan as a central- 
ly located downtown business prop- 
erty as it would be foolish to appraise 
an apartment office bnilding. Income 
from the property, whether suburban 
or centrally located, usually consti- 
tutes the basis for figuring the first 
mortgage bond issue, and if due. con- 
servatism and diligence is used, 
coupled with a due regard for the 
salability of the property, the founda- 
tion of a high-grade bond issue will 
be formed. ‘In passing, it is well to 
state that an income from a_ prop- 
erty which is three times the greatest 
annual interest charge on the first 
mortgage, is considered ample, but 
here again the kind and location of 
the property must be considered. 
Some loans are conservative where the 
income is less than. twice interest 
charges, and others are speculative 
where the income is five times in- 
terest charges. 

Usually a bond issue against a well 
located apartment property, carefully 
rented, will be well protected where 
the gross income is three times the 
annual interest charge. Particularly 
is this true where payments on the 
principal amount of the loan (or re- 
tirement of the bonds on serial ma- 
turities) are properly made. 

Insurance companies usually loan 
up to 60 per cent on acceptable resi- 
dence property, and as the activities 
of insurance companies are to some 
extent circumscribed bv law, this 
might be taken as a criterion, but 
while a well-made loan of 50 to 60 
per cent on a residence property is 
undoubtedly conservative, it is usually 
possible to secure an equally conserv- 
ative loan on a business building in 
excess of 60 per cent of the appraisal 

value, by securing a first lien on the

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The Day in Finance 


Wall Street Bankers To 
Continue Bullish on 
. Market Until Building 
Construction Begins To 


Slow Down. 


New York, August 9.—After making 
a new high record for all time for five 
successive days in the average price of 
o0 representative stocks, the stock 
market reached a resting place the mid- 
dlé of last week to digest new develop- 
ments. At the week’s high level the 
stock market, on the. average, was 
17.04 points above the low for the year 
made at the end of March. It was 
25.94 points above the level of last 
year, or where the upward price move- 
ment began. It was over 100 per cent 
above the low for 1921, which marked 
the end of the post war readjustments. 

For some time the question has 
been widely asked: What is the mat- 
ter with the oi] stocks? There has 
been for many months a large out- 
standing long interest in the oil 
shares. 
industry seemed to be improving stead- 
ily. But the oil shares refused to take 
part in the upward movement going 
on in the stock market. 

Steel Situation Better. 

In the steel industry, the situation 
is far better than it was at this time 
last year and has appeared to be im- 
proving. But the steel shares, like the 
oils, have refused to join in the up- 
ward movement on the stock exchangs. 

Motors have been among the recog- 
nized leaders of upward movement 
for stocks. Recently, however, one 
automobile manufacturer after ‘an- 
other has eut prices. ‘This price cut- 
ting has raised a question in the mind 
of speculative Wall street. On top 
of the price cutting in automobiles, 
signs appeared this week that the im- 
provement in the oil industry was not 
as real as it seemed; that despite the 
unprecedented increase in demand for 
gasoline there might be return of over- 
production of erude and refined oil. 


tomobiles and the signs of returning 
over production of crude and refined 
oil, one steel company cut its wages 
10 per cent this week and the Bethle- 
hem Steel corporation let three of its 
well-known executive officials go for 
the purpose of effecting economies. 
British Bank Rate Cut 

Then England unexpectedly cut its 
bank rate, not because the industrial 
and financial situation justified such 
action, but to relieve a troublesome 
political situation. 

In last week’s reduction of the bank 
rate, Wall street bankers see the con-

Trade Expansion Seen 
During Week in Business 


New York, August 9.—(®)—Fur- 
ther expansion in various lines of 
trade and industry were reported dur- 
ing the first week of August. With 


the exception of the oil industry. 
which has been somewhat unsettled 
by extensive gasoline and crude oil 
price cuts and the menace of over- 
production, practically all basic lines 
show marked improvement, which is 
particularly evident in the steel and 
copper centers. The only cloud on 
the business horizon is the threatened 
suspension of work in the anthracite 
mines when the present agreement 
expires on September 1. 

The steady rise in stock prices, 
which carried the industrial average 
to approximately the highest level on 
record, was generally accepted as Wall 
street’s expression of confidence in 
fall trade. The prospect of tax re- 
duction when congress reconvenes and 
the somewhat general disposition of 
bankers to regard the lowering of the 
discount rate of the Bank of England 
as an assurance that no immediate 
increase in the New York Federal Re- 
serve bank rediscount rate was likely 
because of the close cooperation ex- 
isting between the central institutions, 
also had a heartening effect on busi- 
ness men, 3 

The huge total of brokers’ loans on 
stock collateral, coupled with the ex- 
pected increase in the demand for 
funds in connection with the financ- 
ing of erop movements and fall 
trade, had led to fears. in some 
quarters that a credit stringency 
would arise this fall which probably 
would result in a material increase 
in interest rates. 

Commodity prices showed a rising 
tendency during the week, two of the 
oldest indices reaching the highest 
level attained since the fall of 1920. 
Rubber was one of the few important 
commodities to show a sharp reduc- 
tion, due to the lifting of restrictions 
on the British exports of the raw 
product from the Malay states.

reports for the week ended July 25, 
the latest available, which established 
a new high record for the year at 
1,029,603 cars, an increase of over 
18,000 cars above the previous rec- 
ord established the week before. 

While the largest gain was in coal 
loadings, probably because of the de- 
mand ‘for prompt deliveries in antici- 
pation of a suspension in the hard 
coal fields, loading of merchandise, 
miscellaneous freight and less than 
carload freight were all well in excess 
of those of the corresponding weeks of 
1924 and in 1923. ; 

Business in the steel centers 1s re- 
ported to be improving with a stiffen- 
ing price tendency for many products. 
The ability of the United States Steel 
corporation to earn more than $40,- 
000,000 during the secor\! quarter, de- 
spite the drastie shrinkage in unfilled 
orders, was construed as an indica- 
tion that the industry was on a sound 
basis. Practically all the independent 
steel companies also made a good 
showing during that period.
